The mo st 
widesp read p o llu tan ts are su l­ 
fu r o x ides, o x ides o f n itro g en , 
carbo n mo n o x ide, p articu late 
matter, an d hy dro carbo n s. 
Fo r so me p o llu tan ts we may 
be reachin g the p o in t where we 
o v erwhelm the n atu ral scav en ­ 
g in g mechan isms which ten d to 
o ffset their effects. We hav e al­ 
ready reached the p o in t where 
a mass o f p o llu ted air ho v ers 
o v er almo st ev ery majo r city , 
dimmin g v isibility an d g reatly 
imp airin g the q u ality o f the air 
we breathe. 
Tho u g h we do n o t n o rmally 
co n sider carbo n dio x ide as an 
atmo sp heric p o llu tan t, the g lo b­ 
al co n cen tratio n s are in creasin g 
at su ch a rate as p o ssibly to 
affect climate. Within a few 
g en eratio n s carbo n dio x ide lev ­ 
els co u ld reach the p o in t where

The conv ention adjou rned for 
the week withou t taking first 
reading action on two 
ot h e r 
m ajor 
rev enu e 
controv ersies: 
classification of real estate and 
abolition of personal property 
tax es on corporations. 


Pending is a section prov iding 
the General Assembly may per­ 
mit real estate classification, in­ 
clu ding that long practiced in 
Cook Cou nty . 


Another pending section con­ 
cerns personal property ad v al­ 
orem tax es. 
It 
prov ides 
the 
legislatu re 
wou ld be able to classify and to 
abolish su ch tax es, and to lev y 
others to replace them. 
It also prov ides that any per­ 
sonal property tax es on corpor­ 
ations wou ld be abolished by 
197 9, and the rev enu es lost to 
local gov ernments replaced. 
The conv ention v oted 60 to 9 
on first reading to approv e a 
section au thorizing the Gener­ 
al Assembly to incu r debt. 
Debt cou ld be incu rred either 
by a majority of the legislators 
v oting in each hou se plu s a ma­ 
jority of persons v oting in a 
referendu m at a general elec­ 
tion, or by two-thirds of the 
m em bers of each hou se. 
Cu rrently , state debt is limit­ 
ed theoretically to $250,000. This 
has been sidestepped by v ariou s 


dev ices. Cu rrent state debt is 
estim ated at more than a billion 
dollars. 


The interrelated income tax , 
classification, and personal pro­ 
perty tax controv ersies were ex ­ 
pected to be rev iv ed nex t Tu es­ 
day when the conv ention recon­ 
v enes. 


The 
controv ersies 
inv olv ed 
conflicts between 
Repu blicans, 
Democrats 
and 
independents; 
between Cook Cou nty and down- 
state; and between attitu des to­ 
ward the tax stru ctu re for local 
and state gov ernnent, and for 
indiv idu als and corporations. 
Cook Cou nty Democrats said 
their goals embraced classifica­ 
tion priv ileges, retention of per­ 
sonal property tax es on corpor­ 
ations amou nting to $140 million 
annu ally for local gov ernment, 
and home ru le rev enu e powers. 
The latter has not reached the 
conv ention floor. 


Their leaders said they su p­ 
ported the limit on indiv idu al 
income tax es becau se the con­ 
v ention was poised to free cor­ 
porations from personal proper­ 
ty tax es going to local gov ern­ 
ments. They added that replace­ 
ment wou ld fall u pon indiv idu als 
either throu gh propery tax es or 
state income tax es.

These delegates in­ 
clu ded in this freedom the abol­ 
ition of tax es and the shifting o f 
resu lting bu rdens to new areas. 


Their ex pressions inclu ded the 
v iew' the income tax was the 
most eq u itable of tax es and that 
the state might pu t on it more 
of the tax bu rdens of local gov ­ 
ernment now borne by personal 
and real property and sales tax ­ 
es.

Distrust of Government 


Nothing so stresses the mood of dis­ 
tru st which afflicts this dishev eled nation 
than the ru mor, long since scotched, that 
President Nix on was stu dy ing the idea of 
canceling the 1972 election to av oid fore­ 
seeab le radical disru ptions. 
Competent newsmen hav e laid ou t the 
anatomy of this ru mor, insofar as it is 
traceab le. It appears to hav e b een b orn 
in New York City (where else?) and to 
hav e fou nd its way into the gossip col­ 
u mns of an estab lished national news or­ 
ganization. 
From there the y arn, rooted in the no­ 
tion Nix on had asked the “think-tank’' 
Rand Corporation to stu dy the matter, 
sped to campu ses where radical dissi­ 
dents prefer the ease of ru mor and slo­ 
gan to the hard qu est for reality . 
Then, b ack to New York, where qu iv ­ 
ering emotion is felt b y radicals and some 
doctrinaire lib erals to b e man’s highest 
attainment. Writer Jack Newfield, nev er 
a man to miss a chance to ex alt irra­ 
tionality , picked u p the tale. The ru mor 
had fou nd its most natu ral home in the 
b ig town. 
Weeks ago, I was at a Su nday after­ 
noon party in a fairly plu sh old home in 
one of New York’s afflu ent su b u rb s. A 
gray -haired man of su b stantial means 
sidled u p, narrowed his ey es into con­ 
spiratorial slits, and asked me: 
“Aren’t y ou afraid in Washington9 ” 
I said no, that I tried to b e carefu l and 
stay away from areas where chances 
were high that one might get b opped on 
the head. He shook his head and added: 
“That’s not what I mean. I mean, 
afraid of fascism!” 
When those words tu mb led from the 
lips of that seemingly gentle-spirited lib ­ 
eral New Yorker, I saw as nev er b efore 
the chasm that has opened u p in this 
cou ntry . The shopworn, u n-illu minating 
phrase “generation gap” (when in his­ 
tory was there not one?) does not b egin 
to get at it. 
Distru st of gov ernment at all lev els, 
from the White Hou se down, is simply 
staggering. 
One can argu e, with weight and plau s­ 
ib ility , that Ly ndon Johnson’s secretiv e 
way s in the presidency gav e the dou b ts 
a hu ge shov e and that President Richard 
Nix on, b arricaded in edgy isolation while 


men like Vice-President Agnew chop 
cooly at his adv ersaries, has not spu rred 
new tru st. 
You can say easily , too, that the gov ­ 
ernment’s trou b les in coping with a con­ 
trov ersial war, with high-flaring racial 
animosities, and with a confu sed, enlarg­ 
ing mass of y ou ng folk fu rther magnify 
the dilemma. 
Yet y ou don’t hav e to giv e gov ernment 
any strong points on credib ility , especial­ 
ly in recent y ears as it has grown ev er 
larger and more self-protectiv e in the 
face of b affling prob lems, to note there 
is another side. 
As historian Andrew Hacker ob serv es 
In his new b ook, “The End of the Amer­ 
ican Era,” this nation was fou nded, tru ly , 
in mistru st of gov ernment. From the b e­ 
ginning, people in all walks hav e scorned 
it. Intellectu als, so often ab le to detect 
something b etter on a foreign shore, took 
a powder in the late 19th centu ry when 
their influ ence on U.S. pu b lic life cou ld 
hav e b een cru cial. We were forming the 
modern America right then. 
In the speech John Gardner nev er got 
to deliv er to the Illinois Constitu tional 
Conv ention at Springfield in mid-May , he 
got to the heart of it. For one thing, he 
ripped into the phony dissidents who ju s­ 
tify disru ption b y say ing “we tried work­ 
ing within the sy stem,” when in fact most 
hav e not ev en made token effort. 
. 
Bu t this b igger point was really Hack­ 
er’s. Said Gardner: 
“We hav e ty pically scorned politics 
and neglected the political process.” 
It is a sheer disgrace that in New York 
State, where the distru sters of gov ern­ 
ment shou t at frenzied pitch, Pau l 0 ’- 
Dwy er in 1968 was named U.S. Senate 
nominee b y less than 7 per cent of the 
state’s 3.5 million registered Democrats. 
The total tu rnou t b arely su rpassed 20 per 
cent. Hab itu ally , Americans y awn at pri­ 
mary time and then moan in Nov emb er 
ab ou t the two choices they are “giv en.” 
Right now some of New York’s steamy 
lib erals are hollering “ Impeach Nix on.” 
Bu t in 1968 many sat on their hands and 
clu tched their money when their only 
real alternativ e, Hu b ert Hu mphrey , was 
flou ndering. 
We Americans earn the u ntru stworthy 
gov ernments we get.

Life’s Symphony 


Sometimes it seems that life today is 
too fu ll of crises to b e enjoy ab le, at least 
if y ou are a person who cares at all ab ou t 
what happens to the United States and to 
the world. 
Bu t daily liv ing still goes on, ev ery ­ 
where, and once in awhile, perhaps, it is 
healthy to take a look at the ev ents that 
on any giv en week may occu py the atten­ 
tion of an American commu nity . 
Take Hazleton, Pa., a commu nity of 
ab ou t 32,000 men, women and children, 
an u nknown nu mb er of dogs, some cats, 
many goldfish, qu ite a few tu rtles and 
may b e a few gerb ils. Look at what Hazle­ 
ton was doing arou nd the middle of Ju ne: 
Fou r thou sand Hazletonians attended 
the crowning of the Polish Su mmer Fes­ 
tiv al qu een, Kathry n Gay le Sob ol, and a 
fireworks display . 
An antiqu e au to show b y the Hazleton 
Area Antiqu e Au to Clu b drew a good list 
of entries and many admiring spectators. 
Boy Scou t Troop 12 of St. Joseph’s 
Chu rch held a b ake sale, proceeds to b u y 
tents and other camp equ ipment. 
The third annu al Su garloaf Valley 
horse show and b azaar saw a liv ely as­ 
sortment of trained animals and riders, 
with afternoon and ev ening entertain­ 
ment as a sideline. 
The eighth grade of an elementary 
school gradu ated in the ev ening, follow­ 
ing religiou s ob serv ance and b reakfast 
that morning. 
A y ou th grou p held its annu al car 


wash, and the Hazleton Rotary Clu b in­ 
au gu rated its new president while mem­ 
b ers’ wiv es applau ded. 
Cu b Scou ts took a field trip, and Hazle­ 
ton State General Hospital School of 
Nu rsing “capped’” 25 women and two 
men. 
The 1945 Hazleton High School grad­ 
u ating class met to plan its 25 th reu nion, 
and a resident of nearb y Minersv ille, Pa., 
cau ght a state record b lack crappie fish 
in the Sweet Arrow Lake (it was 29 inches 
long). 


Now none of these ev ents shook the 
world, or ev en jiggled it a little. Bu t, in 
their way , they were important. 
Becau se the world, war-torn and de­ 
teriorating as it may seem at times, is 
made u p of “little people” like pretty 
Kathy Sob ol, antiqu e car fanciers, Boy 
Scou ts a’nd Cu b Scou ts, eighth grade 
gradu ates, Su garloaf Valley equ estrians, 
Rotarians, and men who like to fish for 
crappies. 


Whether we liv e in a metropolis, a 
smaller city or the cou ntry , we somehow 
find ou r liv es b eing enliv ened or sadden­ 
ed b y the little ev ents that we share. We 
do what we can, if possib le, to affect the 
major ev ents of ou r time, b u t when it 
comes down to ev ery day reality , family 
and immediate su rrou ndings are what we 
most often giv e the highest priority . 
And wou ld any one hav e it any other 
way ?

for refusing to end the hostili­ 
ties in Southeast Asia. Now 
what has Mr. Nix on’s position 
been, in comparison to Mr. 
Kennedy’s? In Vice President 
Agnew’s 
shoddily 
reported 
Cleveland speech, he outlined 
what, just two years ago, Mr. 
Kennedy was demanding as 
a solution to the Vietnamese 
conflict. 


THIS IS WHAT Mr. Kenne­ 
dy called for: 


“ First, to end unconditional­ 
ly all bombing of North Viet­ 
nam; 


"Second, to then negotiate 
with Hanoi the mutual with­ 
drawal from South Vietnam 
of all foreign forces, both al­ 
lied and North Vietnamese; 
“ Third, to accompany this 
withdrawal 
with

Mr. Kennedy stated 
at the time that “ these steps 
would enable us to end our 
participation in this war with 
honor.” 


Every one of those steps 
was taken, and some continue 
to be taken, but the war con­ 
tinues. 


THE BOMBING of North 
Vietnam was stopped despite 
serious 
warnings 
from 
the 
military. 
The 
negotiations 
with 
the 
Communists 
have 
been pressed by the Nix on ad­ 
ministration, even though it 
has been obvious for some 
time that Hanoi is not bar­ 
gaining in good faith and is, 
in fact, stalling and sabotag­ 
ing at every turn. The admin­ 
istration, moreover, has been 
working to restore political 
stability 
to 
South 
Vietnam. 
And the President has more 
than 
significantly 
decreased 
the 
number 
of 
American 
troops in South Vietnam. 


AS OPPOSED to this, the 
Communists — in whom Mr. 
Kennedy apparently has such 
touching 
faith 
— have 
at­ 
tempted 
to 
re-escalate 
the 
war. They have withdrawn no 
troops and did, in fact, widen 
the war by sending 67 ,000 men 
into Laos and launching at­ 
tacks on Cambodia. Senator 
Kennedy’s 
response 
to 
this 
has been to blame the United 
States, as if he were no more 
than a New Left revolutionary 
set on destroying this country. 
He can see no justice or de­ 
cency 
in 
what 
Presidents 
Kennedy, J ohnson, and Nix on 
have done to ex tricate this 
country from a war which 
would have long since been 
won had not every two-bit 
politician 
insisted 
on 
being 
platoon leader, company com­ 
mander, 
divisional comman­ 
der, and commander-in-chief 
of our armed forces. 
LIKE CLARK CUFFORD, 
who now claims — as the Vice 
President has noted — that 
he turned sour on the Vietna­

The charge on the Presi­ 
dent’s Ash commission to re­ 
v iew the cab inet sy stem was 
laid ou t early in the game 
b efore the b ig chu nks of pow­ 
er arou nd the White Hou se 
b egan to b e grab b ed off. 
NIXON, FROM THE ou tset, 
saw what any incoming presi­ 
dent wou ld hav e to see: The 
White Hou se staff has b een 
growing apace for y ears, not 
ju st to take on some of his 
inescapab ly enlarging b u rdens 
b u t to serv e as a v ital prod 
to the glacial b u reau cracy . 
It was 
his early dream, 
pu b licly v oiced b efore he took 
office, to somehow rev erse the 
process — to streamline the 
departments,

b ack into cab inet hands, com­ 
press the White Hou se staff. 
THE 
ACTUALITY 
HAS 
b een ju st the opposite. Ev en 
b efore the new reorganization 
plan su rfaced, he had b u ilt 
the largest White Hou se staff 
on record. Policy formation 
was concentrated in his estab ­ 
lishment more than ev er. 
The President’s u ndeniab le 
preference for foreign ov er 
domestic matters, moreov er, 
created a great power v oid

J ohn Ehrlichman and Robert 
Haldeman. 


BY MEN WHO OUGHT to 
know, they are described as 
supreme 
domestic 
power- 
wielders who work in close 
tandem. Haldeman is the final 
guardian of the President’s 
door (deciding whom he shall 
see). Ehrlichman holds cru­ 
cial policy sway over the wide 
domestic spectrum which the 
President tends to neglect. 


It is the view of knowledge­ 
able people with lines into the 
White House that somewhere 
along the route the Ash com­ 
mission studies got diverted 
f r om 
Nix on’s 
announced 
dream. 


WHAT WE HAVE GOT, in 
fact, is a further enlargement 
of White House power, engulf­ 
ing the already enormous but 
little appreciated anonymous 
authority of the Budget Bu­ 
reau and further drawing off 
responsibilities 
hitherto 
in­ 
vested in the cabinet system. 
On the surface, a good case 
can be made for the reorder­ 
ing. Not only has the bureauc­ 
racy grown as an obstruction, 
b u t the White House staff, 
working 
as a prod, has been 
increasingly lost in a tangle 
of confusing decision-making. 
More bodies and better struc­ 
ture make sense, in theory. 


BUT 
THE 
REALISTIC 
watchers say the true pro­ 
spect is that matters will get 
worse, not ^better. They see 
another 
bureaucratic 
layer, 
potentially suffocating, being 
sandwiched 
into

White 
House establishment itself — 
which 
already 
is 
topheavy 
with faceless power-users in 
crucial spots like the Budget 
Bureau. 


And they see more power 
than ever, in the personal
